’ in the industrial centers and on the 
farms have disclosed lack of any 
proposals for the solution of one of 
the greatést economic crises ever 


confronting the nation.” 


Senator Norris said today he ex- 
pected about 100 persons to attend 
the two-day session, which will be 
devoted to a consideration of pub- 
lic utilities questions, old age pen- 
sions, unemployment and indus- 


trial stabilization.

2.— Fairly complete returns from 
municipal and communal elections 
in the little State of Brunswick 
indicated the Communist party 
was gaining nearly everywhere. 

“This election was watched close- 


ly in Germany, as it was consid- 
ered to be a barometer of grow- 
ing or receding Fascist strengtn, 
but it was indicated this party 
probably did no more than hold 
its own. 

, The Fascists made a slight gain 
in the municipal election of the 
city of Brunswick, whereas the 
Communists gained almost 40 per 
cent in comparison with the 1939 
balloting for the Reichstag. Both 
Fascists and Communists trailed 
the Social Democrats, who remain 
the largest party, with the Fas- 
cists second and the Communists 
third. 

Outside the city of Brunswick 
the Fascists lost from a few hun- 
dred up to 2400 in some districts, 
while in others they gained. 

The Communists polled 26,231 
votes, which was an increase of be- 
tween 25 and 30 per cent over the 
vote in the 1930 Reichstag elec- 
tions. The Fascists polled 8%,079, 
gaining 1681 votes over 1930. The 
Social Democrats lost about 11 per

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The 
dean of the House of Representa- 
tives, Henry Allen Cooper of Wis- 
consin, died here yesterday. He 
was 80 years old. 

The Republican progressive who 
has sat in Congress longer than 
any man now there, succumbed to 
acute indigestion several hours aft- 
er taking part in a bitter House 
gession Saturday night. He had 
been in the House 36 years. 

Both houses of Congress recessed 
for an hour today out of respect to 
Representative Cooper. 

To his widow, President Hoover 
wrote: “I send vou my deepest 
sympathy in your bereavement and 
I do pray that you may find conso- 
lation in the memory of his long 
and useful career.” 

In the Senate, LaFollette of Wis- 


great loss to the nation and to Wis 
consin. In the House, Representa- 
tive Tilson characterized him as one 
of the most beloved members of 
that body. 

Before recessing, the House 
adopted a resolution mourning the 
passing of its member. Tributes

Fotes $10,000 for Widow. 

The House and Senate adopted 
a resolution to appropriate $10,000 
for Mrs. Cooper.

Cooper came, to the House in 
1893 from the First District of his. 
State. He served until the Sixty- | 
sixth Congress when his constitu- 
ents turned upon him, he believed, 
for voting against entering the 
World War, but he was back again 
the next term. 

Today the House paid tribute to 
Cooper with an adjournment of re- 
spect. A committee will escort 
the body to Racine, Wis., Wednes- 
day. There the body will lie in 
state. Burial will be in Graceland 
Cemetery after brief services. 

Throughout his long service 
Cooper was a member of the La 
Follette group. He supported the 
presidential candidacy of the late 
Senator Robert M, La Follette in 
1224. 

In 1923 he was the candidate of 
the independent bloc for Speakér 
of the House when the election of 
Frederick H. Gillett was held up 
for several days. 

Cooper was re-elected to the 
Seventy-second Congress. His 
service was interrupted when he 
was defeated for the Sixty-sixth, or 
war-time Congress. 

Opposed U. S. Entering War. 

Congressman Cooper represented 
the First Wisconsin District. 

The break in his long period of 
succeeding terms came in 1918, 
when his defeat was brought about 
by an attack on his war record. 
He was one of the half hundred 
House members who voted against 
American entrance into the World 
War. ' 

His defeat was by less than 500 


votes after Cooper’s campaign was 
cut short by a severe injury in an 
automobile accident about 
weeks hefore election day. 
Cooper twice served as a buffer 
between the regular and progres- 
sive factions of the Republican 
party. In 1923 the La Follette 
group in the House blocked organ- 
| ization of that body by surporting 
him for the speakership until the

MOSCOW, March 2.—Despite the 
serious shortage of workers and 
charges of forced labor, autheri- 
ties have announced that through 
& special “cleansing” process soyne 
138,600 Government employes = in 
the Soviet Union have been is- 
mised. 

It was stated that more than 
123,000 persons have been thor- 
oughly examined and “cleansed.” 
Numerous others were transferred 
to different jobs, for which they 
were considered better fitted, and 
many were demoted for lack of 
skill. <A large percentage were 
dismissed outright. 

The principal causes of the dis- . 
missals were described as ‘‘distor- 
tion of the Goverpment policy, bu- 
reaucratism and incompetence,” 

May Take Up Other Work. 

The official statement said: “In- 
curable bureaucrats, embezzlers of 
Government funds, ex-Czarsts, 
landlords, former gendarmerie of- 
ficers, éx-police officials, ecclesias- 
tical servants and other inveterate 
enemies of the Soviet system were 
dismissed under the _ first cate- 
gory.” al 
These workers cannot be re-em- 
ployed in Government offices, but 
they may enf@ge in other occupa- 
tions. Altogether about 25,000 
were let go under the first cate 
gory, all of whom may appeal to 
higher bodies which can restore 
those expelled or lessen the sever- 


sb ity of their treatment. 


Those discharged under cate- 
gories two and three generally find 
employment immediately in other 
institutions such as technical of- 
fices involviing less respnnsibility. 

In Moscow, along with the 
“cleansing,” authorities already 
have completed examination of 40 
central departments of the Gov- 
ernment employing 321,000 persons, 
Two hundred and fifty offices em- 
ploying 74,000 still remain to be 
investigated. 

The formal reason given for the 
campaign is “to improve and 
rationalize the Government ma-- 
chinery as a whole and to examine 
the personnel froma point of view 
of their fitnéss.” ~~

WASHINGTON, March 2.—dAn 
improving trend in the condition of 
American business was discerned 
today by Julius H. Barnes, chair- 
man of the National Business Sur- 
vey Conference appointed by Presi- 
dent Hoover. in a report on the 
mid-winter economic status of the 
United States, Barnes saw a num- 
ber of optimistic signs. Outstand- 
lig features of the report were 
summarized as follows: 


“Recurring demonstration that 
industry ‘generally has attained an 
udjustment of stocks, production 
und marketing in which even a 
moderate expansion in demand will 
lave immediate results. 

“An improving trend from the 
low point in December. ; 

“Evidence that reduced city 
spending reflects into lower farm 
prices for products in which there 
Is no apparent depressing surplus, 
such as most dairy products. 

“Clear indication that the vol- 
ume of savings in their various 
forms has been large and is still 
mounting.” 

Barnes said his summary was 
based on reports from the chief 
lines of American business. He 
added they had been accompanied 
“almost uniformly by expressions 
ot confidence and energy which 
ure apparently themselves’ the 
fruits of improved conditions.” 

Discussing international condi- 
‘ions, Barnes said “repeated evi- 
lences of iniproved conditions are 
recorded.” 


Smoot Praises Tariff. 

At the same time Senator Smoot 
(Rep.), Utah, issued a statement 
praising the results of the tariff 
bill. The chairman of the Senate 
inance Committee added that on 
the basis of quantity, United 
States foreign trade for 1930 was 
7 per cent greater than the yearly 
uverage from 1922 to 1926.

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international Action Needed 
To Remedy Trade Depression 
Of World, Lloyd George Thinks 


Only Thus Can Roots of the Evil Be Reached 
'  -+-Political Idol-Smashing Likely to 
Be One Result.

LONDON, March 2.—There is no 
indication of any improvement in 
the unparalleled trade crisis, which 
has swept over the world like a 
Pestilence. The International La- 
bor Office of the League of Na- 
tions computes that 20;000,000 are 
out of work throughout the world, 
and the number is increasing week 
by week. 

Nowhere can I find any sign that 
the trouble has been arrested. I 
recollect that in the great trade 
slump of 1921, experts predicted a 
turn for the better in the spring. 
But when spring came the ground 
was more frostbound than ever and 
blossoms could not break through. 
Then improvement was postponed 
until autumn. In Britain we have 
lived for years on these prophecies 
of better times coming. Last sum- 
mer were were Officially informed 
by our Chancellor of the Exchequer 
that trade would improve in six 
months. In America a still more 


self to an even more sanguine fore- 
cast. And things are worse than 
ever in both the East and the West. 
When they actually begin to take a 
turn for the better, it will take 
scme time to clear away the debris 
of world catastrophe. 

Getting at Root of Trouble. 

What puzzles the onlooker is 
this: that whereas all the know- 
ing ones are agreed as to the cause 
of the disaster, no real effort is 
being made to deal with these 
causes. It is common ground that 
the roots of evil are international, 
and that no single country can by 
its own individual action apply a 
remedy which would remove its 
own share of distress. All ‘Agree 
that the monetary situation—gold 
and silver—is one of the root 
causes. All agree that overproduc- 
tion in all countries is partly re- 
sponsible, and also that artificial 
barriers which interfere with in- 
ternational trade have their share 
of responsibility. It is also conced- 
ed on ail hands that those crush- 
ing war debts are accountable to 
a certain extent. These causes can 
only be dealt with by international 
action, and yet no real effort has 
been made to bring the leaders of 
the affected nations to take counsel 
together as to the possibility of 
making a common endeavor to ap- 
ply the right remedies to what 
may become a chronic and danger- 
ous disease unless it is speedily 
cured. 

Favors World Conference. 

This world catastrophe has com- 
pletely exploded the fantasy of a 
self-contained country * or empire. 
That is all to the good. But states- 
manship has not yet the courage 
Or greatness to recognize that fact 
and to act upon it. The Interna- 
tional Labor Office is doing its 
best, but decisions can only be 
reached by men of the highest ru- 
thority. The mere summoning of 
a conference to consider the whole 
position would in itself do good. 
It would prevent despondency from 
degenerating into impotency. Prime 
Ministers and Foreign Secretaries 
spend weeks at a coaclave to re- 
duce the cost of armaments by a 
few millions—very few. Could 
these potentates not devote one 
fortnight to working out a solution 
of the common difficulty which is 
reducing millions of their country- 
men to beggary? 
At the present moment each 
country is thinking out the prob- 
lem in terms of its own national 
conditions. The British VParlia- 
ment has been engaged recently in 
discussing .measures dealing with 
the grave and growing unemploy- 
ment problem in this country. The 
Government claims that it has ‘1l- 
ready provided work on roads and 
municipal undertakings, directiy 
and indirectly, for 200,000 of the 
unemployed. The majority of the 
House of Commons, ‘ncluding the 
Government’s own supporters, is 
obviously disappointed with the i:n- 
adequacy of the effort. : 

Criticises Labor Government. 

The Labor Government was 
brought into power merely because 
its leaders had undertaken to grap- 
ple with unemployment on bolder 
linessthan those followed by its

predecessor. Although it has shown 
veneer activity in certain directions 
than the Tory administration, it is 
generally felt that the present Gov- 
ernment has fallen far short of 
general expectations, more especial- 


ly in view of the increasing serious- [ 


ness of the emergency and the 
enormous increase of unemployed 
since it took office. The House of 
Commons has committed itself 
without division ta an imposing 
program of public works on roads, 
housing, harbors, telephones, land 
reclamation and settlement. Dis- 
cussions will now proceed between 
the ministers and the Liberals as 
to the most effective and speedy 
methods of carrying out these proj- 
ects. The Conservative attitude 
toward them is one of gloomy sus- 
picion &nd even antagonism. 

The general attitude toward the 
deepening depression is one of par- 
alyzed dismay. Employers. and 
traders find their reserves exhaust- 
ed, their trdde diminishing, their 
profits disappearing and their Ha- 
bilities increasing. There is no 
starvation reported anywhere in 
the land. The acutest suffering is 
among those not within the ambit 
of insurance. There is much pri- 
vation among that class. But asfar 
as 1,800,000 workers entirely out of 
jobs are concerned, what is known 
as the “dole” preserves them and 
their families against actual want. 

“There Must Be No Crash.” 

But to keep this up will involve 

a serious strain on the financial) 


}resources of the country. The na- 


tional revenue is talling. This 
financial year ending March 31 will 
find us with a realized Geficit of 
£40,000,000 (about ' $200,000,000) 
to liquidate, and next year’s budget 
will have to provide for a deficit 
variously estimated at from £50,- 
000,000 to £70,000,000. The reve- 
lation of this prospect slightly de- 
pressed gilt-edged securities, but it 
has caused no panic. 

There is a deep-rooted confi- 
dence in the financial soundness of 
the country. Bank safes are bulg- 
ing with money deposited by inves- 
tors awaiting better weather before 
taking their cash into the open 
market. That does not mean tkxt 
there is not great anxiety among 
those who are responsible for han- 
dling and directing and ‘“inancing 
business enterprises. They are nat 
urally very much worried about 
their position and the genera: 
prospect. The most reassuring 
feature in the situation is the silent 
understanding between finance and 
industry that there must be no 
crash. Britain has one set pur- 
pose deep in its heart, that there 
shall be no panic to aggravate the 
evil. 

Political Idol-Smashing Due. 

If the depression continues’ to 
deepen, it will have an inevitable 
effect upon the political situation. 
Already there is a cry arising from 
every quarter that “something must 
be done.” That always leads to 
confusion of counsel and in the end 
nothing is done. But it is having 
the effect of producing a growing 
distrust of all political parties and 
a hankering after something new, 
The other parties are for the time 
being losing ground in public favor. 
In the London Press, Lords Beaver- 
brook and Rothermere are captur- 
ing the Conservative party. In the 
last two bye-elections they beat the 
official machine handsomely. One 
or two more such triumphs and 
Mr. Baldwin will be on the dole, 

The special appeal which has had 
such a shattering effect, is the fail- 
ure of “the old gang.” That is 
interpreted to mean all old parties. 
Sir Oswald Moseley is making a 
similar appeal from inside’ the 
Labor party. This appeal is listened 
to by multitudes who are seeking 
some escape from their embarrass- 
ment. If unemployment figures 
continue to rise and trade figures 
‘tto fail, the British public will re- 
sort to idol-smashing in the po- 
litical world. 

There are signs that America has 
already begun to belabor’ her 
household gods. Germany deposed 
her graven images long ago, and 
an upheaval in that country might 
wreck something more fundamental 
than political deities.

The 
tide has turned, he said, express- 
ing a hope that developments at 
last were leading to a definite set- 
tlement. 

Tomorrow Gandhi is to see Sir 
George Schuster about financial 
and other safeguards to an Indian 
constitution proposed at the Lon- 
don round-table conference, and 
trereafter he will see the Viceroy 
again. It is likely that there will 
be a definite decision by Wednes- 
day or Thursday. 

The optimistic turn came as a 
greater surprise to members. of 
Gandhi’s Nationalist Cabinet than 
to anyone else. Believing that ef- 
forts for an agreement had failed, 
most of the members already had 
bought tickets for home, 

It is understood the Viceroy's 
action in reopening  discussi~ns 
with Gandhi has caused a split in 
his execytive council, some mem- 
bers of which have threatened to 
resign if Lord Irwin capitulates to 
the Nationalist demands. The 
council held a special session last 
night. © 

The Viceroy pleaded with Gandhi 
to yield or comziromise on some of 
his demands in return for which 
he said the Government would 
modify its conditions. 

It is stated unofficially the Con- 
gress Executive ‘Committee, gen- 
erally speaking, is in favor of Lord 
Irwin's modified proposals and is 
greatly impressed with the Vice- 
roy’s sincerity. .

14 SOWET ECONOMISTS 
UN TRIAL HOR TREASON 


All Admit Counter - Revolu- 
tionary Activity — Death 
Penalty Unlikely. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, March 2.—Fourteen 
of Soviet Russia’s most widely 
known economists went to trial 
last night for counter revolutionary 
activity, an offense punishable by 
death as high treason. An almost 
empty gallery heard the 14 as they 
stood up one by one and pleaded 
guilty. 

There was none of the excite- 
ment which accompanied the hear- 
ing of eight engineers on similar 
charges a few months ago. 

While the defendants are all 
subject to the death penalty, pris- 
on sentences probably will be met- 
ed to them as in the case of the 
eight engineers, five of whom were 
sentenced to death but received 
commutations to prison terms. The 
men are regarded as still valuable 
to the Soviet and while serving 
prison terms can be put to useful 
tasks.

It repeats the experi- 
ence of England, which fought for 75 years to reform 
its criminal procedure over the combined opposition 
of bench and bar, and succeeded only after the cam- 
paign had broadened into a laymen’s movement. It 
means that if the people of Missouri are ever going 
to get procedural reform, it is over the political 
corpses of the lawyers who now hold the whip hand 
in the Legislature. wawyers of broader viewpoint 
realize that, if bench and bar do not themselves ac- 
complish reform in the ancient rules, this reform 
will be thrust upon them. Such lawyers conducted 
the survey of the Missouri Association for Criminal 
Justice and caused the Missouri Bar Association to 
get on the right side of the judicial council bill, only 
to see fous legislative brothers undo their work. 
In the meantime, organized society is fighting a 
losing battle against organized crime. Murder, rob 
bery and other crimes of violence are on the in- 
crease. When criminals are apprehended, they em- 
ploy conscienceless lawyers to bring to their defense 
all the ancient technical weapons before which the 
prosecution is frequently powerless. Because of bail 
bond evils, they are often never brought to trial. If 
they are tried, the rules we borrowed from England 
and which England has long ago sensibly discarded, 
are used to the criminal’s advantage.

ARABIA DESERTA YIELDS ITS SECRETS... — 

With dirigibles flying over the North Pole, an air- 
plane penetrating the South’s ultima thule, tractors 
crossing the great Australian desert, American mo 
tor cars roaring over the wastes of Gobi and hunters 
bagging game in once forbidden Thibet, it would 
seem that few places on the earth’s surface remained 
to challenge the explorer. Yet until now the vast 
barren region of Southern Arabia known’ as Ruba 
el Khali, “the abode of emptiness,” has defied the 
restless curiosity of man.

World-famous writers, including 
Romain Rolland and Andre Mau- 
rois, are summoned to testify that 
this latest book by the author of 
“And Co” is a marvelous piece 
of literature. One asserts that he 
was “completely bewitched,” an- 
other was “overpowered,” another 
experienced “uninterrupted de- 
light,” etc. All this seems very 
promising, and somehow the im= 
pression is made that here is one 
of those excessively rare novels of 
the demiurgic type wrought upon 
a large plan out of the fundamen- 
tal verities of human life that fash- 
ion cannot change. (There are 


fuch verities, however fashionable 


it may be to deny them.) Such 
books, however tragic, are never 
morbid, and their cleansing power 
is great. Here at last, one thinks, 
is a shepherd of men, who sees 
more than we do, and thanks to his 
superior vision, he can show our 
life in its larger relations, stripped 
of all the petty personalism that 
bedevils us, so that we may under- 
stand again how splendid, after all, 
is our enforced adventure on this 
planet. And so one reader settled 
himself comfortably for a long, 


glorious evening with a master. 


From the outset there was an un- 
pleasant sense of nervous strain in 
the author’s style, but that might 
be only a passing impression. The 
reading continued and the impres- 
sion of neurotic sensationalism 
grew until the hero murdered a 
woman by tearing her throat open 
with his teeth. And so the author 
was only “civilized’’ after all. The 
book was closed with a bang, for if 
the reader had wanted to study 
the doings of erotomaniacs he 
would have gone to Kraft-Ebing, 
who:’was an expert and who re- 
garded them as maniacs.,and not 
as popular heroes to be glorified.

Legislators will often approve a 
bill which an individual would 
reject because functioning 
through mass action divides and | 
dilutes their responsibility. 
Moreover, the President repre- 
sents all the people while a sena- 
tor or representative usually 

‘considers only his constituents. 
Generally the power has been 
used sparingly. Eight Presi- 
dents never resorted to it. 
Washington returned but two 
bills, Lincoln but three. Cleve- 
land holds the high record, hav- 
ing disapproved 343 measures. 
The veto power is not a 
method by which the judgment 
of one man is to be used to 
override «the judgment of the 
Congress. It is to provide op- 
portunity to reconsider a doubt- 
ful measure. The knowledge 
that legislation will be reviewed. 
that it may be disapproved ina 
public statement by the Presi- 
dent has a distinctly deterrent 
and sobering effect. The veto 
power safeguards the rights of

Partner of Crime.” 

“We are now challenged,” Dr. 
Jones said, “by the distinct ques- 
tion whether here in St. Louis we 
are ready to establish in the very 
heart of our business world a 
‘thieves’ market.’ Shall our banks 
recognize as legitimate a ‘racket’ 
in negotiable bonds? 

“The story is familiar to us all, 

and needs only to be suggested. 
Nearly a million dollars’ worth of 
bonds were stolen from the safe 
deposit boxes of a bank. It was re- 
vealed that these bonds could. not 
be safely sold in the open market. 
One might say there was no mar- 
ket for stolen bonds, so such a 
market had. to be created. Nego- 
tiations between those in possession 
of the bonds and the insurance 
company were initiated through an 
attorney, who is a member in good 
standing of the Bar Association. 
He im turn recommends another 
member of the legal fraternity to 
conduct the negotiations. 
“The attornéy, having been offi- 
clally appointed by the insurance 
company, meets the representative 
of the burglars, agrees upon the 
price to be paid for the bonds and 
the method of transfer. With the 
knowledge and acquiescence of the 
bank, and under the authority of 
the insurance company, this legal 
representative completes the 
transaction of buying stolen bonds, 
which they all know to have been 
stolen, without notifying either the 
police or the public for several 
weeks after the deal. 

Defense Too Ingenuous. 
“The defense of these gentlemen, 
that they did not know with whom 
they were dealing, seems too in- 
genuous. They knew with what 
they were dealing, viz.: sté6len 
bonds. It would be absurd to think ‘ 
that they knew more about these 
bonds than did the anonymous 
agent who sold them. It is a flim- 
sy fiction, also, to claim that this! 
money paid for stolen bonds was 
in any sense a ‘reward,’ unless it 
was 4 rewafd to thieves for having 
stolen and returned them. I am 
not disposed, nor am I competent, 
to discuss this question from a le- 
gal standpoint, but I am deeply in- 
terested in its ethical implications, 
ahd its moral influence upon our 
community. A reward, legally and 
morally, should be a payment made 
for a meritorious service. Afe we 
to set the precedent in this com- 
munity that a thief is to be reward- 
ed for returning the portion of 
stolen goods which he cannot 
otherwise dispose of to advantage? 

“The vice president of the insur- 
ance company,’ {fn an interview 
with a Jocal paper, is reported to 
have shown considerable irritation 
at the many questions which were 
asked. The report says that he 
closed the interview with the state- 
ment, ‘the important thing is that 
the bonds are recovered.’ 

“So long as he recovery of 
property is ‘the iniportant thing’ in 
the mind of the business man, busi-

fact that ‘the recovery of the 
bonds’ is bulking too large as a 
motive in the commerciai world. To 
the extent that the bonds become 
‘the important thing,’ business and 
crime will prosper together. This 
particular transaction becomes 
vital to the spiritual, life of this 
great city, because we are called 
upon to make anew our definition 
of ‘honorable,’ and to establish a’ 
standard for our children and our 
children’s children of what is 
legitimate business.’ ” ! 
Growth of Racketcering. 
In the earlier part of his dis- 
course, Dr. Jones spoke of the 
growth of “racketeering,” and in- 
cluded under this head both the 
errorism which uses revolyer and 
mb and that which abuses offi- 
cial authority. 

“Thus,” the speaker said, “‘busi- 
ness faces a moral test. Under the 
threat to life and property,. or by 
the temptation to larger profits, it 
is called upon to make an alliance 
with criminals. The question is, 
shail the business man become the 
partner of the racketeer? 

“Of course every.business must 
have patrons. The business of the 
racketeer is subject to the law of 
dmand and supply. Corrupt tdci 
clals whe sell Government favors, | 
could not sell them unless there | 
were these who are glad to buy. 
Chicago business men recently be- | 
came aroused against the notorious 
gang rule of their city. In the in- 
vestigation which followed, it was | 
revealed that the gangsters and 
politicians were not only back of 
the liquor and g@mbling business. 
but they were behind the innum- 
erable rackets which were taking 
theif toll by the millions from the 
business irfterests of the city.
